To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  32nd  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1965. 

The  mid-year  population  estimate  shows  that  the  population 


has  increased  by  300.  The  table  below  shows  the  annual  increase  in 
population  for  the  Urban  District  since  1960.  Much  of  this  growth 
in  population  is  due  to  the  expansion  of  the  Pool  Industrial  Estate 
and  the  construction  of  new  houses.

Accompanying  this  rise  in  population  there  were  30  less  births 
and  13  more  deaths.  The  natural  increase  in  population,  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  was  79,  a fall  from  last  year’s  figure  of  122.  These 
changes  are  reflected  in  a lower  birth  rate  of  17.79  births  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  last  year’s  rate.  A fall  of  4 still  births 
reduced  the  still  birth  rate  from  26.91  per  1,000  live  and  still  births 
in  1964  to  22.05.  15  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  in  1965,  the 
same  number  as  last  year  in  a smaller  number  of  births,  thus  raising 
the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  from  23.04  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live 
births  in  1964  to  24.15.  The  three  principle  causes  of  loss  of  infant 
life  were  respiratory  infection,  birth  injury  and  congenital  defects. 
One  maternal  death  occurred  during  the  year. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  less  prevalent  than  last  year, 
but  viral  diseases  were  troublesome.  The  latter  are  not  notifiable 
infectious  diseases,  but  information  from  General  Practitioners, 
Schools,  Public  Health  Staff  and  Sickness  Records  confirm  that 
infective  hepatitis  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year.  Gastro- 
intestinal upsets  due  to  virus  infection  were  widespread  in  the 
community  in  the  Autumn  and  Spring.  Respiratory  disease  of  viral 
origin  occurred  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  year. 

The  table  on  page  54  shows  the  downward  trend  of  notifica- 
tions and  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  since  the  middle  of  World  War  II.  The  table  below 
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indicates  a marked  fall  in  the  five  year  mean  rates  of  case  incidence 
and  deaths  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  since  1946.  The  non- 
pulmonary  rates  show  a less  marked  fall.

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  much  attention  has  been  given 
to  Food  Hygiene  in  retail  and  food  manufacturing  premises.  With 
the  keen  co-operation  and  help  of  Dr.  Barrow,  Truro  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  the  most  willing  assistance  of  Food  Traders,  efforts 
have  been  made  to  establish  a “ Bacteriological  Index  ” of  cleanli- 
ness. Much  time  and  effort  has  been  spent  by  the  Inspectors  in 
explaining  the  risks  of  contamination  of  all  food  in  its  journey  to 
the  housewife’s  shopping  bag.  Improvements  and  alterations  have 
been  effected  in  a number  of  premises.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this 
effort  has  produced  a higher  general  standard  of  Food  Hygiene  and 
the  Department  is  grateful  for  the  whole-hearted  support  of  the 
food  trade  in  the  district.  The  price  of  keeping  and  improving  these 
standards  is  constant  supervision  and  guidance  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  Of  the  48  sets  of  smears  taken  from  food  shops  through- 
out the  district  only  5 (10,4%)  showed  a good  standard  of  freedom 
from  bacteriological  contamination. 

Ministry  of  Health  circular  15/65  further  raised  the  question  of 
fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies.  This  entails  the  adjustment 
of  their  natural  fluoride  content  to  levels  which  reduces  the  preval- 
ence of  dental  caries  without  causing  damage  to  teeth  and  other 
organs.  The  County  Council  as  the  local  authority  responsible  for 
the  cost  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  resolved  at  its  meeting  in 
November  that  “ the  principle  of  the  desirability  of  fluoridation  of 
water  supplies  be  not  accepted  ”.  The  Urban  Council  re-affirmed  its 
decision  of  January  1963  that  the  County  Council  be  asked  to 
provide  for  fluoridation  of  the  Urban  District’s  Water  Undertaking 
and  that  of  the  Camborne  Water  Company’s  supply  to  the  area.  It 
was  further  resolved  that  the  Stithians  Joint  Water  Committee  of 
which  Camborne-Redruth  Urban  District  is  a member  should  be 
asked  to  fluoridate  their  supplies  when  available. 

In  June  1962  Dr.  Hocking,  Truro  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
indicated  that  the  natural  fluoride  content  of  all  West  Cornwall 
waters  is  low,  varying  between  0.3  and  0.4  parts  per  million. 

The  rising  cost  of  tin  has  put  a new  premium  on  the  mine 
wastes  in  Cornwall.  This  has  made  it  increasingly  difficult  to  extend 
the  traditional  method  of  controlled  tipping  which  has  been  carried 
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out  in  this  district  for  many  years.  Consideration  has  been  given 
to  the  new  method  of  pulverisation  of  refuse  which  will  need  to  be 
considered  in  the  near  future. 

In  October,  the  County  Council  asked  the  views  of  Sanitary 
Authorities  in  Health  Areas  1,  2 and  3,  on  the  proposal  to  merge 
these  areas  into  two  new  Health  Areas  by  a division  through  Area 
2.  This  meant  Kerrier  Rural  District  and  Helston  Borough  joining 
Area  1 based  on  Penzance,  and  Camborne-Redruth  Urban  District 
joining  Area  3 based  on  Truro.  Arising  from  the  preliminary  views 
expressed,  a report  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  County 
Treasurer  was  considered  by  the  three  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the 
present  Health  Area  No.  2,  and  representatives  from  the  County 
Council  were  invited  to  explain  the  proposals  at  length  to  each 
constituted  Health  Committee.  After  a critical  examination  of  all 
the  facts  it  was  clear  that  there  would  only  be  a minimal  financial 
saving  to  each  Sanitary  Authority,  and  each  would  have  less  time 
from  their  whole-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  than  they  receive 
at  present.  The  Urban  District  Council  put  forward  alternative 
proposals  which  might  provide  a basis  for  further  detailed  dis- 
cussion and  ultimate  agreement.  These  suggestions  were  never 
discussed  as  the  County  Council  decided  that  the  majority  of 
Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  existing  three  Health  Areas  were 
opposed  to  any  re-adjustment  at  present. 

In  presenting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  for  your  district  I wish 
to  express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  Members  of  the  Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council, 
and  for  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
the  Area  Health  Office.

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st 
December,  1965. 

This  year  of  1965  has  been  momentous  in  that  the  actual  work 
of  construction  commenced  on  the  St.  Day  and  Lanner  Sewerage 
Scheme.  Now  that  the  work  of  construction  has  at  last  been  put  in 
hand  I look  forward  to  a major  improvement  in  health  matters  in 
the  Eastern  Ward.  A Public  Health  Sub-Department  has  been  set 
up  in  the  Ward  to  help  and  advise  with  the  problems  of  sanitation 
from  individual  properties. 

A considerable  amount  of  re-thinking  has  been  done  on  Food 
Hygiene  during  1965.  This  was  a direct  result  of  the  Typhoid  out- 
break in  Aberdeen  during  1964,  and  perusal  of  the  section  of  the 
report  on  Food  Hygiene  shows  the  new  methods  which  have  been 
adopted  in  this  area. 

I am  indebted  to  the  following  officers  for  information  and  data 
which  have  been  included  under  the  sections  “ Water  ” and  “ Hous- 
ing ” in  the  report  ; Mr.  R.  J.  L.  Ashmore,  Camborne  Water 
Company,  Mr.  D.  H.  Phillips,  M.I.Mun.E.,  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
to  the  Council,  Mr.  A.  T.  Keverne,  A.M.I.C.E.,  Water  Engineer  to 
the  Council,  and  Mr.  J.  Lenten,  Housing  Officer  to  the  Council.

The  bulk  of  refuse  collected  from  households  and  factories 
continues  to  increase  year  by  year  and  thus  we  utilise  our  tipping 
space  quickly.  It  has  always  been  the  practice  of  this  Council  to 
allow  anyone  within  the  Urban  Area  who  wishes  to  dispose  of  un- 
wanted material  to  take  it,  under  permit,  to  the  Council’s  tip  for 
disposal  and  considerable  use  is  made  of  this  permission. 

Notwithstanding  the  facilities  which  the  Council  make  avail- 
able to  the  general  public  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  vast  quantities 
of  unwanted  material  are  deposited  on  waste  land,  road  verges,  etc., 
thus  spoiling  the  countryside.  The  problem  of  the  disposal  of  old 
motor  cars  is  becoming  more  and  more  pressing,  and  solutions  to 
these  problems  will  have  to  be  found  within  the  next  year  or  so.

(f)  Health  Education 

Health  Education  is  a function  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority 
under  Section  179  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946. 

Posters  and  leaflets  were  displayed  in  clinics,  doctors’  surgeries, 
and  on  Council  notice  boards. 

The  programme  of  talks  for  mothers  and  parents  continued  in 
the  clinics  throughout  the  year. 

The  Redruth  Health  Club  has  a membership  of  69,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  19,  meeting  weekly  for  discussion,  talks  or 
films  on  all  aspects  of  Health,  both  mental  and  physical.  Subjects 
have  included  Pre-School  Children,  Budgeting,  Care  of  Teeth, 
Eyes  and  Hair,  Local  Government,  First  Aid,  Children’s  Clothes, 
Psychology,  Sewing  Demonstration,  Aids  to  Beauty,  Mother  and 
Baby,  Religion  in  the  Home,  V.D.,  Family  Planning,  Marriage  and 
Public  Health. 
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A Health  Club  was  formed  in  January  1964  at  Camborne.  It 
now  has  a membership  of  28,  with  an  average  attendance  of  21, 
meeting  once  a month.  Talks  given  during  the  year  covered  a variety 
of  subjects  such  as.  Speech  Therapy,  Food  Values,  Keep  Fit, 
Allergies  and  Psychology.

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Redruth  Water  Distribution  Scheme 

In  addition  to  the  new  water  mains  for  housing  development, 
work  was  started  in  May,  1965,  on  the  above  scheme,  being  carried 
out  by  the  Camborne-Redruth  Urban  District  Council,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Stithians  Impounding  Scheme.  The  scheme  involves 
the  construction  of  two  new  covered  reservoirs  at  Lanner  Hill  and 
Cam  Marth  built  by  contractors,  and  the  laying  of  trunk  and 
distribution  mains  throughout  the  Redruth  area  by  direct  labour.

CAMBORNE-ILLOGAN  AREA 

This  area  is  supplied  by  the  Camborne  Water  Company  Ltd. 

The  rainfall  registered  at  the  Boswyn  reservoir  was  56.66  inches. 
This  amount  is  above  the  yearly  average.  Supplies  were  maintained 
throughout  the  year  and  no  restrictions  were  imposed.  The  total 
quantity  of  water  supplied  was  439,678,000  gallons,  an  increase  of 

7.678.000  gallons  over  the  previous  year. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  at  the  Penponds  Station  was 

253.054.000  gallons. 

The  daily  consumption  was  1,202,241  gallons,  giving  an 
average  per  head  of  population  of  approximately  39  gallons.  During 
the  year  155  samples  were  taken  from  various  points  of  the  distribu- 
tion system,  153  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory  and  two  as 
being  unsatisfactory,  samples  taken  later  at  these  points  were 
satisfactory.

During  the  middle  of  the  year  under  review  work  on  the  St. 
Day  and  Lanner  Sewerage  Scheme  commenced.  Work  on  the  trunk 
mains  to  Lanner,  and  similar  mains  for  Carharrack  and  St.  Day 
was  started  simultaneously  with  work  on  the  disposal  plant. 

Whilst  work  on  the  sewerage  scheme  progressed,  a team  from 
the  Public  Health  Department  was  engaged  full  time  on  advising 
and  assisting  with  preparations  for  the  connection  of  the  properties 
to  the  sewer.  Rows  of  houses  are  likely  to  be  connected  to  the  sewer 
in  combination,  and  in  some  instances  the  Council  is  contemplating 
actually  laying  the  combined  drains,  at  the  request  of  the  various 
owners,  and  charging  them  with  the  cost  of  the  work.

The  total  number  of  gullies  emptied  during  the  year  was  17,559. 
13,030  of  these  emptyings  were  in  connection  with  the  County 
Council  roads  and  4,529  were  emptyings  of  gullies  on  roads 
administered  by  the  Urban  Authority. 

608  cesspools  were  emptied  during  the  year,  this  is  26  more 
than  in  the  previous  twelve  months.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in 
the  past  ten  years,  cesspool  emptyings  have  increased  by  375.  It  is 
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becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  a reasonable  service  in 
this  direction  and  there  is  frequently  a delay  of  two  or  three  weeks. 
It  is  hoped  that  when  the  St.  Day  and  Lanner  Sewerage  Scheme 
comes  into  operation,  many  of  the  cesspools  in  the  eastern  ward 
will  no  longer  be  used.

(1)  The  general  standard  of  lighting  in  both  offices  and  shops  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  It  was  noted  that  in  the  case  of  new 
premises,  both  shops  and  offices,  the  standards  of  lighting  were  very 
good  as  is  to  be  expected.  Six  readings  in  store  rooms  and  eight 
readings  from  staircases  and  corridors  were  below  five  lumens  in 
every  case.  These  readings  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory  and  the 
owners  are  being  asked  to  improve  the  standard  of  lighting. 

(2)  It  will  be  noted  that  the  worst  standard  of  lighting  was  found 
on  staircases,  and  this  has  been  commented  upon  in  (1)  above. 
Readings  taken  at  counter  level  at  two  shops  were  found  to  be 
between  five  and  ten  lumens,  and  I feel  that  this  is  unsatisfactory. 

(3)  No  specific  standards  of  lighting  in  terms  of  lumens  have  been 
recommended  in  advice  to  occupiers  to  date. 

(4)  The  new  self-service  food  shops  in  the  area  have  high  standards 
of  lighting  in  the  shops,  but  we  could  not  detect  any  suggestion  of 
glare.

The  comparison  of  standards  of  lighting  between  selling  areas 
in  shops  and  store  rooms,  preparation  rooms  and  packing  rooms 
at  the  rear  of  shops  is  evident  from  perusal  of  Table  II.  In  three 
cases  it  will  be  noted  that  illumination  was  below  five  lumens,  and 
these  were  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory.

During  1965  some  240  application  forms  were  dealt  with  by 
the  Department  and  389  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection 
with  these  applications.

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  in  the  year  1965  was 
46  tons  1 1 cwts.  As  with  last  year  100%  meat  inspection  was 
maintained  throughout  the  area  and  again  this  has  meant  overtime 
working  of  Meat  Inspectors  at  week-ends.  The  majority  of  meat 
inspection  in  the  district  is  now  carried  out  by  authorised  Meat 
Inspectors  who  were  trained  during  1964  within  the  Department 
and  took  their  qualifications  with  the  Royal  Society  of  Health. 

The  year  of  1965  saw  a further  fall  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered.  In  1964,  161,420  animals  were  slaughtered  whereas  last 
year  153,391  were  slaughtered  within  the  area.  This  variation  is 
following  the  trend  of  the  past  two  years,  peak  slaughter  being 
reached  in  1963. 

It  should  be  noted  that  7,000  fewer  pig  carcases  were  dealt  with 
in  the  area  this  year  as  compared  with  1964,  and  I understand  that 
there  is  a definite  decrease  in  the  number  of  pigs  which  are  reared 
within  the  County  as  compared  with  previous  years.  I am  informed 
that  the  reason  for  this  decrease  is  purely  economic. 


(d)  Other  Foods 

A total  of  138  visits  were  made  to  shops  and  premises  other 
than  slaughterhouses  in  connection  with  the  examination  and 
condemnation  of  food  for  human  consumption.

A total  of  1,167  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  food  premises 
during  the  year,  this  is  again  a decrease  of  some  200  as  compared 
with  visits  made  during  the  previous  year  but  there  is  a particular 
reason  for  this.  Following  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  at  Aberdeen 
which  was  traced  to  a contaminated  tin  of  corned  beef,  the  whole 
question  of  hygiene  within  this  area  has  come  under  special  con- 
sideration. During  1965  the  practice  of  taking  bacteriological  smears 
from  food  premises  was  commenced  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  work  carried  out  in  this  respect : —

where  their  heaviest  risk  of  contamination  was  occurring  in  their 
particular  shops.  As  a result  of  these  smears  many  Retailers  now 
use  a detergent  sterilent  rather  than  a plain  detergent  for  cleansing 
purposes.  The  sterilent  part  of  the  liquid  used  has  special  lethal 
powers  as  far  as  bacteria  are  concerned  and  tend  to  prevent  heavy 
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growths  occurring.  More  lecturing  on  food  hygiene  practice  has 
been  carried  out  at  individual  premises  and  we  have  had  par- 
ticularly good  co-operation  from  multiple  and  larger  stores,  who 
have  made  staff  available  to  listen  to  talks  by  the  Inspectors  on  the 
necessity  of  careful  food  hygiene  as  far  as  public  food  supplies  are 
concerned.  In  the  smaller  shops  the  problem  of  talking  to  the  staff 
is  less  difficult  and  in  no  case  have  we  found  any  particular 
obstruction. 

In  one  of  the  food  factories  within  the  area  talks  were  given  to 
the  staff  and  supplemented  by  food  hygiene  films  and  the  Company 
concerned  have  thanked  the  Department  for  the  works  they  have 
carried  out. 

We  were  able  to  use  the  results  of  smears  taken  in  individual 
shops  to  talk  on  food  hygiene  to  the  personnel  of  the  shops,  and  we 
have  been  able  to  obtain  improvements  in  general  hygiene  stand- 
ards which  have  been  demonstrated,  when  further  smears  have  been 
taken. 

Members  of  the  Council  fully  realise  that  this  has  been  a new 
departure  within  the  area  but  one  I think  which  has  been  most 
valuable  and  well  worth  the  time  and  effort  spent  upon  it.  At  the 
beginning  of  this  section  I pointed  out  that  the  number  of  visits 
made  in  1965  were  lower  than  those  made  in  the  previous  year  but 
the  amount  of  time  spent  upon  the  inspections  has  greatly  increased 
and  this  rather  points  to  the  fact  that  a number  of  inspections  is  not 
the  only  criteria  by  which  the  work  of  the  Department  should  be 
judged. 

During  1965  we  commenced  the  practice  of  taking  food  samples 
for  bacteriological  examination,  in  the  way  we  have  taken  ice  cream 
samples  for  many  years  in  the  past.  During  this  period  we  rather 
concentrated  upon  sausages,  chopped  and  minced  meat  products, 
but  it  is  our  intention  to  cover  a wider  field  within  the  next  year 
or  so.  This  particular  work  was  started  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  and  by  the  end  of  December,  1965,  41  food  samples  had  been 
taken,  all  the  results  were  quite  good  to  that  date. 


(f)  Food  Poisoning 

Salmonellosis  is  one  of  the  causes  of  food  poisoning.  It  has  \ 
been  proved  that  carcase  meat  can  be  affected  with  the  organisms 
without  showing  any  particular  sign  of  deterioration.  With  a view 
to  ascertaining  whether  or  not  Salmonellae  occur  in  carcases 
slaughtered  in  this  area,  swabs  were  taken  from  slaughterhous  ' 
drains.  Towards  the  latter  end  of  196^,  some  17  swabs  were  so 
taken,  all  these  swabs  proved  negative.  This  work  will  continue 
during  1966. 
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SECTION  F. 


GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1965 
was  398  compared  with  499  in  1964.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for 
by  the  decrease  in  the  cases  of  measles. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  number  of  Camborne-Redruth  mothers  confined  in 
hospital  and  developing  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  five. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  Mid  Cornwall.  1,615 
hospital  births  were  notified  and  15  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
occurred.  This  gives  an  incidence  of  10  cases  per  1,000  births  in 
hospital  practice. 

Measles 

Notifications  were  received  in  each  month  of  the  year  until 
December.  Most  notifications  took  place  between  February  and 
August. 

Whooping  Cough 

58  cases  were  notified  between  June  and  August  when  Measles 
was  prevalent.  33  cases  (55%)  occurred  in  the  5 — 9 age  group. 

Pneumonia 

The  months  when  the  disease  was  most  prevalent  were  January, 
March  and  April,  the  sexes  were  equally  affected. 

Poliomyelitis 

One  adult  and  one  school  child  suspected  of  suffering  from 
poliomyelitis  were  investigated  in  hospital  in  April.  The  presence 
of  poliomyelitis  virus  in  the  patients  and  the  household  contacts 
could  not  be  established  on  tests  sent  to  the  Virus  Reference 
Laboratory,  Colindale,  London. 

Gastro-Intestinal  Investigations 

(a)  Sonne  Dysentery  — Over  Christmas  notification  was 
received  of  an  eight  year  old  child  being  discharged  from  hospital 
as  a Sonne  Dysentery  carrier,  following  a sharp  attack  of  the 
disease. 

61  persons  in  39  families  were  investigated  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  19  persons  were  found  to  be  cases  or  carriers 
who  responded  to  treatment  within  seven  days  and  were  mild  in 
severity. 

In  February,  20  pupils  at  Barncoose  School  had  been  under 
treatment  by  their  own  doctors  for  diarrhoea  and  sickness,  no 
organism  was  found  in  samples  of  faeces.  One  School  Meals  Can- 
teen worker  was  found  to  be  a carrier  and  was  excluded  from  food 
handling  until  clear  of  infection. 
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In  June,  one  large  family  was  found  to  have  six  of  the  children 
infected  with  Sonne  Dysentery.  Four  of  the  children  were  clear  of 
infection  by  the  middle  of  July,  but  two  small  children  became 
persistent  carriers,  treatment  had  to  be  continued  over  a period  of 
six  weeks  before  they  were  clear  of  infection. 

(b)  Non-Bacterial  Diarrhoea  — In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year 
46  children  and  their  families  in  Basset  Road  School  and  Pool 
Secondary  Modern  School  were  investigated  for  symptoms  of  sick- 
ness, vomiting  and  diarrhoea.  No  bacterial  cause  was  found  for  these 
upsets.  Later  in  June  and  August  this  syndrome  was  prevalent  in 
the  district. 

The  Headmaster  of  St.  Day  School  notified  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  March,  that  58  children  had  been  sick  during  the  previ- 
ous two  days  and  that  most  had  now  returned  to  school.  Two 
teachers  had  similar  symptoms  but  remained  on  duty.  Two  families, 
three  children,  had  symptoms  that  day  and  were  visited,  but 
specimens  could  not  identify  any  bacterial  cause.  A similar  attack 
of  virus  infection  affected  43  children  at  the  end  of  July.  Twenty-two 
of  these  stayed  at  school  for  school  meals.  The  main  complaint  in 
17  children  was  diarrhoea,  in  14  sickness  and  in  12  instances 
abdominal  pain.  No  evidence  of  infection  was  found  in  the  school 
meals  or  canteen  staff.  Seven  children  with  recent  symptoms  were 
investigated,  one  case  of  Sonne  Dysentery  was  found. 

(c)  Food  Poisoning  — One  family,  husband  and  wife,  gave  a 
history  of  a sharp  attack  of  gastro-enteritis.  No  cause  for  this  illness 
was  traced  in  food. 

In  September  the  husband  of  an  elderly  couple  complained  of 
sickness,  abdominal  pain  and  diarrhoea  for  12  hours  before  going 
to  his  General  Practitioner.  Food  Poisoning  investigations  could  not 
establish  the  cause  of  this  illness  which  affected  the  husband  only, 
both  the  husband  and  wife  had  identical  meals.  In  all  10  investiga- 
tions of  Food  Poisoning  were  received  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year. 

(d)  Enteritis  — Food  Handlers  — Five  food  handlers  and 
their  contacts  were  investigated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  no 
bacterial  cause  was  found  for  their  illness.  One  food  handler  and 
two  other  members  of  his  family  complained  of  sickness  and 
diarrhoea  after  eating  tinned  meat.  A portion  of  this  meat  which 
remained  showed  evidence  of  staphylococcal  infection.  A similar 
unopened  tin  of  meat  showed  no  evidence  of  infection.  It  could  not 
be  established  how  this  contamination  occurred. 

Typhoid 

In  February  one  merchant  seaman  who  had  been  in  contact  ' 
with  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever  on  board  ship  was  investigated  and  ‘ 
found  to  be  free  of  infection.  In  May  a Camborne  resident  was  i 
investigated  for  evidence  of  Typhoid  Fever,  seven  close  contacts  I 
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and  the  original  case  were  founc^  to  be  free  of  infection  on 
investigation. 

Smallpox 

Six  persons  were  under  surveillance  during  the  year  as  they  had 
returned  from  locally  infected  areas  and  had  not  a valid  certificate 
of  vaccination. 

Infective  Hepatitis 

Infective  Hepatitis  which  is  not  a notifiable  disease  was  preval- 
ent during  the  first  half  of  1965.  Ten  cases,  three  females  and  seven 
males,  were  discovered  all  of  whom  were  school  children.  No  cases 
occurred  during  the  second  half  of  the  year.  The  cases  were  located 
mainly  in  the  south  portion  of  the  Illogan  Ward  and  in  the 
Camborne  Ward. 

These  cases  were  part  of  an  epidemic  which  has  taken  about 
two  years  to  move  through  the  Urban  District. 

During  1962  this  disease  had  been  prevalent  to  the  west  of 
Camborne  in  Health  Area  1.  In  December  of  that  year  three  cases 
occurred  amongst  scholars  at  Portreath  School.  In  the  succeeding 
two  months  seven  cases  involving  four  families  occurred  in  the 
Cambridge  Lane  hutted  accommodation,  Portreath,  All  the  cases 
were  mild  in  character, 

A total  of  29  cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  1963. 

During  1964  cases  were  notified  in  each  month  of  the  year 
except  April  and  October.  The  persons  affected  were  primary  and 
secondary  school  children  and  young  adults.  The  sexes  were  affected 
equally. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  1966,  two  pre-school  and  one  school  child 
in  the  same  family  were  taken  ill  at  monthly  intervals.  No  further 
cases  have  been  reported.
